I will agree that, on the sur­ 
face of things, it does not always 
look like it pays to do right.

Battle of the 


Knobs to Be 
Rem em bered 


Austin— Famous but u n m a rk ­ 
ed historical spots in North Texas 


Messenger, Decatur, Texas, 


will be commemorated by official i 
m onuments if the legislature ap-' 
proves a bill introduced in the 
house by Rep. W ayne Wagon- 
seller of Montague County. 


The “ Battle of the Knobs,” the 
celebrated peace treaty between 
Texas and Indians, the Chisholm 
Trail, 
and 
an 
old 
government 
stage 
line 
and 
telegraph 
are 
among points which th e Wagon- 
seller bill would memorialize with 
a $25,000 appropriation. 


According to th e proposal, the 
Battle of the Knobs was one of 
the last and most disastrous of 
fights in Indian country. It was 
fought on November IO, 1837, be­ 
tween 18 soldiers of th e Republic 
of Texas and about 150 Indians. 
The battle accounted for IO of 
the soldiers and about 50 Indians 
being 
killed 
and 
many 
more 
wounded. 
All historians who have written 
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about the battle claim it was 
fought in W ise County, but until 
recently no one has known where 
it took place. Cliff D. Cates, who 
wrote the history of Wise Coun­ 
ty; Lafayette Ball, city m anager
